The Witnesses not Present—Continua- 
tion of the Case. 

The Board of Aidermen met in the County 
Coart room last night for the purpose of trying 
Mr. Wiltiam White, Sexton of the Western Ceme- 
tery, for conduct unbecoming @ public officer and 
a gentieman. It had been represented to the 
Mayor by Messrs. Neff and Detchen that daugh- 
ters of theirs of tender age had been subjected to 
personal incignities im the cemetery by Mr. 
White. ard the matter was referred to the Al- 
dermen. 

A mecting bad been called for last evening, 
and, at the appoinp hour, the member: were 
nearly all present, but it was necessary that they 
be sworn as a court, by a magisirate, The Ser- 
eeant-at-Arms was sent fora Justice of the Peace 
and a tedious delay was experienced, as he had 
to make a third call before finding one. 

A little after ame o’c’ock Esquire Matlack ar- 
rived, and the members, all of whom were 
present except two, were sworn in. President 
Rudel asked Mr. White if be was ready for trial. 
His counsel, Mr. Briggs, said he wished to know 
what rules the court would be governed by. 

Judge Burpett, City Attorney, replied tha: the 
only question Was @ question of fact, and he pre- 
sumed the court would be geverned by the ame 
rules that governed other courts. If the charges 
were sustained, the penaity would be aismissa!: 
if pot, the accused would be acqilttted. 

Mr. Briggs said they had not been able to have 
all their witnesses present. No processes had 
deen served and several important witnesses 
were absent. Judge Burnett said all questions 
of this Kind were to be left to the discretion of 
the court and there was no limit to that dis- 
cretion. It was that the court should 
be governed by itself and all questions arising 
should be decided by a vote. 

The defense asked for a continuance of the 
trial, on the ground that witnesses were absent 
by whom it was expected to prove the good 
cBaracter of the accused, malice on the part of 
the prosecution, and a deep-seated determin - 
tion on thelr part to be revenged. 

On motion, the court imetfucted the clerk to 
issue processes, and the Dt-at-arms to 
serve them upon all persons whom either of the 
parties Would name as witmesses; and then the 
court adjourbed til) s o’clock this evening.
